“Ry the ist of next January, at latest, 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad will 
‘be running through trains betweem At- 
lanta and Cincinnati over its own lines 


and with its own crews. 

“Next to the main line from Cincinnati! 
be the most 
‘4mportant section of the system. It taps 
rich coal regions in Tennessee and Ken- 
‘tucky, and besides affording a direct 
Yhrough passenger route, an gnormous 
‘amount of freight will be handled.” 

This announcement was made yesterday 
‘by President Milton H. Smith, of tbe 
‘Louisville and Nashville, who spent the 
Way in the city in conference with local 
railway officials and friends. 

Mr. Smith also denied emphatically 
that Kine & Spalding. the local attorneys 
of the road, in applying in their own 
names for a charter for a road from 
Marietta to Atlanta were acting for the 
Louisville and Nashville. This last state- 
ment was made through a friend who 
had been in canference with the railroad 
president during the day. He said: 

“King & Spalding in this matter may 
be acting for the Seaboard Air Line, but I 
know of a certainty that they have had 
no such instructions from Mr. Smith. 
The Louisville and Nashville for the next 
Beventeer years will come into Atlanta 
from Marietta over the tracks of the 
Western and Atlantic. What t« the ne- 
cessity for a new line when the Louls- 
ville and Nashville controls the Nash- 
ville, Chettanooga and St. Louis and that 
road has a lease on the Western and At- 
jlantic? Other arrangements may be 
‘made when the lease expires.” 

It is not 4@nly possible, but probable, 
that the division of the line from Knox- 
ville to Atlanta, via the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern and the Western and 
Atiantic, will be put in operation with- 
Out waiting for the completion of the 
link between Knoxville and Saxton, Ky., 
where junction with the main line to 
Cincinnati is made. Louisville and Nash- 
ville passenger and freight trains coming 
Into this city within the next. three 
months would not syrprise people who

The superintendent of the 
Knoxville division has been appointed al- 
ready and his headquarters will be estab- 
lished in this city at an early date. 

The Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
is to be relocated and heavily ballasted 
and put in condition for the passage of 
fast trains.

The Cuban Treaty. 

The senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions will not meet tomorrow to take 
up the Cuban treaty, but will do so on 
Wednesday. Quite a number of demo- 
cratic senators are opposed to the treaty, 
and while they say they have no desire 
to prevent a vote, they intend briefly to 
present their views on the measure. The 
republicans who favor the treaty count 
on three or four more votes than the 
necessary two-thirds majority to ratify 
it. There is a probability of some dis- 
cussion of the constitutional rights of 
the senate to make a treaty affecting the 
revenues of the government without the 
concurrence of the house of representa- 
tives. Some opponents of the Cuban 
treaty have told members of thp foreign 
relations committee that they think it 
is such an important question that the 
treaty might be delayed until the reg- 
ular session of congress.

CODE OF RIFLE iNSTRUCTION 


Important Action Tak2n by the Na- 

tional Association. 

New York, March 9.—Important bust- 
ness was transacted at the meeting of 
the executive committee of the National 
Rifle Association held here today. 

The following resolution was passed: 

‘Resolved, That the National Rifle Ags- 
sociation of America, recognizing the im- 
portance of training the young men of 
the country in rifle shooting, adopt a code 
for a course of rifle instruction, which 
code shall be the same as that proposed 
by the war department for the state mi- 
litia and that official. score sheets be 
Supplied to all ranges and to rifle clubs 
throughout the United States for the pur- 
pose of enabling citizens not connected 
with any military establishment an op- 
portunity to qualify and become enrolled 
in The national marksmen’s reserve; fhat 
a suitable decoration be given to each 
person qualifying; and that a classified 
report be made to the war department 
each year of those who have qualified 
under the code.”’ 

The executive committee also deter- 
mined to put into active operation at 
once a plan to secure the affiliation with 
the National Rifle Association of univer- 
sities, colleges and schools in the United 
States for the purpose of stimulating and 
encouraging rifle practice. 

It was also finally resolved to send a 
military team to Bisley next summer to 
compete for the Palma trophy, providing 
the necessary funds can be raised. A 
publie appeal will be sent out at once. 
It is estimated that the sum of $8,000 will 
be required. The trophy was lost last 
year by only 12 points,

Is Out for All 
Time. 


New York, March 9.—Grover Cleveland 
denied today that he had come to New 
York city for any political purpose, as 
was rumored yesterday. He said: 

“T came solely for the purpose of at- 


tending the Reecher memorial meeting in 


Brooklyn last night. The reports that 

I had a political talk with Edward N. 
Shepard, William C. Whitney, and others, 
are untrue. 

“Tam not In politics. Lam out for good 
TI only saw Mr. Shepard last night for twe 
minutes and politics did not figure in our 
conversation. Politics is furthest from 
my thoughts at present, although I am 
always ready to act in an advisory c2- 
pacity, {f so desired. 

“As for taking an active part in poli- 
tics, that is not to be considered.” 

In an interview by the reporter of The 
Times, this question was submitted to 
Mr. Cleveland: 

“We have a situation now in which the 
republicans are claiming to be able to 
eliminate trust evils by publicity meas- 
ures and by the enforcement of certain 
acts regulating commerce, while the dem- 
ocrats and some part of the independent 
voters, on the other hand, claim that the 
only adequate remedy is the reform of 
the tariff, which gives to the trusts the 
monopoly they enjoy, and hence enables 
them to endanger the prosperity of the 
country. In view of this situation, will 
you state what part you think trusts 
and tariff will play in the campaign of 
1904?" 

The ex-president said in reply: 

“You may say this for me—that Mr. 
Cleveland gave it as his opinion that the 
trust question would not be eliminated 
from the next presidential canvass, and 
expressed himself as being entirely una- 
ble to see how the question could be whol- 
ly divorced from the tariff issue.’’ 

Then he added with emphasis: ‘‘To say 
nothing of the absolute necessity of a 
good old-fashioned insistence upon tariff 
reform for its own sake and what it 
would do for the people of the country.”’ 

Mr. Cleveland was asked if he thought 
silver would figure at all as an issue 
within the democratic party, and he 
said: 

“Tt did not know that any one thought 
about silver nowadays.” 


VALDOSTA TO HAVE NEW PARE 


Beautiful Plat of Land Has Been Do- 
nated to City. 

Valdosta, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)—It 
is very likely that within the next. week 
or two the final steps will be taken which 
will secure for Valdosta a splendid park 
site within the city Hmits. Some few 
months ago the owners of a body of fine 
land in the northern portion of the town 
donated twelve acres to be used for a 
park, upon the condition that the city 
would expend $500 in improvements the 
first year and $200 a year thereafter for 
five years. In view of extensive internal 
improvements on other linés the city 
council was unable to make the required 
appropriation for this year. In order to 
secure the park, Councilman J. M. Har- 
vey will attempt next week to raise the 
necessary amount of money by popular 
subscription and from the interest man- 
ifested in the matter it is almost assured 
that he will have no trouble in raising 
the $500.

MORE THAN SCORE DEAD 
AND FORTY-FIVE INJURED 


Oil Train Breaks in Two, Collision 
Occurs, Oil Ignites and Spurts 
Over the Bystanders—Vic- 
tims Resembled 
Torches, 


Olean, N. Y., March 9.—A score or more 
people were killed and a large number 
were injured by an explosion of ofl here 
A freight train on the Erie 
made up principally of tank cars filled 
with oil broke in two near this city about 
9 o'clock. The two sections of the train 
came together with a crash and one of 
the oi] tanks was demolished. Fire broke 
and the sky was 
A large crowd of 


tonight. 


out almost instantly 
lighted up for miles. 
people left this city for the scene of the 
fire. 

While they were lined up along the 
tracks a terrific explosion occurred... The 
flames communicated quickly with the 
other tank cars ania second and third 
explosion followed each other in rapid 
Sheets of flame shot out in 
all directions. Scores of persons were 
caught within the sone of the fire and 
Men and boys ran 
Screaming down with their 
clothing a mass of flames. Others fell 
where they stood, overcome by the aw- 
ful heat. Just how many were killed is 
not known, as many of the bodies were 
incinerated. 

Resembled Human Torches. 

Sydney Fish, a prominent business man, 
returned from the scene of the fire af 
midnight. He said: : | 

“‘T was attracted to the scene of the fire 
between 9:30 and 10 o'clock. When I was 
within a quarter of a mile of the wreck- 
ed train there was a terrific explosion. 
Flames shot outward and upward for a 
great distance. I saw several persons 
who started to run away drop on the 
railroad tracks and they never moved 
again. Others who had been standing 
close to the wreckage were hurled through 
the air for hundreds of feet. The scene 
was awful. Half a dozen young boys ran 
down tke tracks with their clothing afire, 
resembling human torches. I could hear 
their agonizing screams distinctly from 
where I stood. They ran some distance 
down the track and then drew themselves 
to the ground, groveling in the ditches tn 
their frantic efforts to extinguish the 
flames Then they lay still, some of 
them wnconscious, others dead. I don't 
know how many were killed, but I count- 
ed twenty dead bodies before I came 
away.”’ 

Word was sent at once to Olean police 
headquarters by telephone. Everv doctor 
and ambulance in the city was summoa- 
ed. Grocery wagons and carriages of 
all kinds were pressed into service and 
everything possible was done to bring 
the injured without delay to the hos- 
pitals for treatment. 


Patches of Flesh Burned. 

At midnight the first of the injured ar- 
rived at the hospital. They were four 
young boys. Their injuries were fright- 
ful. Great patches of flesh were burned 
off and hung in shreds from their bodies. 

It will be difficult to ascertain the 
names of a great many of the dead to- 
night, as their bodier were burned to 
ashes in the intense heat. A canvass is 
being made of the city as rapidly as pos- 
sible to find out the names of those miss- 
ing. There is great excitement in the 
city and the streets are thronged with 
people 

Large crowds gathered at the hos- 
pital and the faces of the injured were 
anxiously Seanned as they were borne 
into the bullding on stretchers, Heart-

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga.. March 9.—(Special.)—Before 
the body of Treasurer Massenberg was 
Jaid to rest in Rose Hill cemetery a score 
of Maconians were actively at work seeK- 
ing the position which death had made. 

There will be no appointment made to 
fill the office until a successor to the late 
Mr. Massenberg be elected by the 
voters of Bibb coiinty. Under the law ap- 
plying in Bibb incumbent upon the 
ordinary to order to fill out 
the eighteen months’ unexpired term. It 
requires a thirty-day notice and when 
Ordinary Wiley issues a the 
€pecia] election he will designate the ear-

liest possible date for it. 
one of the applicants will be given an 
advantage over the others. The election 
will be held under the rules applying to 
regular elections. 

Bibb has a board of county commission- 
ers and this board and Colonel Wiley are 
not in thorough harmony as to the law 
now applying. The chariman of the 
board, Commissioner Henry, of the 
Opinion that the commissioners 
have charge of the vacancy and the best 
legal talent of Macon so far consulted 
differs, as do the ordinary and the com- 
missioners. Bibb had a treasurer pre- 
vious to the creation of the board of 
county commissioners, and when that 
board’s life began it assumed to itself 
the rizght to handle and disburse the 
county’s money, which previous to that 
time had been handled by the treasurer. 
This assumption on the part of the board 
put Mr. Massenberg, who had been elect- 
ed county treasurer, out of business and 
he appealed to the courts for a construc- 
tion of the act of the legislature which 
created the board. The litigation was ex- 
tremely warm and of some length, It re- 
gulted in a victory for Mr. Massenberg, 
and though he became custodian of the 
county’s money he could disburse it only 
on warrants from the board. This prac- 
tical charge of the treasurer's Office has 
given the board the impression that the 
vacancy, as well as the office, should 
come under its control. Ordinary Wiley 
bases his jurisdiction upon section 4285 
of the second volume of the code of 
Georgia. A portion of section 5 of article 
8 says’ 

“The ordinary, when sitting for county 
purposes, has original and exclusive ju- 
risdiction in supplying by apointment all 
vacancies in county offices and in order- 
ing elections to fill them.” 

This construction by the ordinary 1s 
met by a declaration from the board that 
the legislative act creating the board re- 
pealed the paragraph Ordinary Wiley 
cites. 

The controversy between the two offi- 
cial positions has delayed action in call- 
ing the special election. Judge Felton, of 
the superior court, when appealed to for 
an opinion, declined to express his views 
until the question should come before him 
judicially. The controversy has in no 
way engendered any ill will between the 
commissioners and the ordinary and to- 
morrow morning there will be a confer- 
ence by which an amicable arrangement 
may be reached. Whatever the outcome 
may be there is a certainty that the ap- 
proaching race will be a warm one. 


Candidates for the Place. 


Ss A. Crump, ex-solicitor to the city 
court of Macon under the appointment of 
Judge Nottingham, is in the race. Mr. 
Crump hés long been one of the leading 
citizens qf Macon and no man has been 
more devoted to the interests of the city 
than he.

The police have made out many cases 
of this sort recently, the defendants be- 
ing strangers in nearly every case. 

To Survey the Chattahoochee River. 

A new survey of the Chattahoochee 
river from Columbus to a point above 
West Point, which distance includes most 
of the water power of the river, is to be 
made by the government. In a distance 
of 382 miles there is a fall in the river 
of some 360 feet. This new survey of the 
river will be made in connection with 
what is known as the ‘Opelika quad- 
rangle,’’ a survey to be made shortly. 
This quadrangle includes territory be- 
tween Opelika, a noint near West Point, 
LaGrange and Columbus. An accurate 
topographical survey of this section is to 
be made, showing all elevations, streams. 
roads, etc. Congressman Adamson has 
been working upon the matter some time 
with the director of the United States 
xeological survey. 

Work Begins on Filter. 

Work on the Columbus Water Works 
Company's filter, at the foot of Seven- 
teenth street, has begun. The plant wiil 
be 100 by 75 feet, and it is said wil! have 
a capacity of 2,000,000 gallons daily. When 
the company’s Holland creek supply be- 
comes low or exhausted, in the drv sea. 
son, the river water will be turned into 
this filter. The filtering piant will be 
alongside the stream. 

Telephone Man in Columbus. 

Dr, Frank Hart, of Toledo, Ohio, sec- 
retary and general manager of the South- 
ern Telephone Construction Company, of 
that city, has arrived in the city and 
will be here several months superintend- 
ing the construction of the Columbus Au- 
tomatic Telephone Company's plant. He 
will be joined in a day or two by a com- 
petent electrical engineer. The work of 
construction begins at an early date. The 
company is now arranging for material. 
This will give Columbus two telephone 
systems. 

Mayor Chappell the Speaker. 

Hon. L. H. Chappell, mayor of Colum- 
tus, was the speaker at Trinity Episcopal 
church last night, this being the second 
of a series of special services at that 
church addressed espegially to the young 
men of Columbus.

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TREATY OPPOSED 
BY SANGUILLY 


Believes Trusts Will Be Only 
Beneficiaries of Cuban 
Treaty. 


Havana, March 9.—The debate on the 
reciprocity treaty with the United States 
was resumed in the senate today. Sena- 
tor Sanguilly made a lengthy speech, in 
which he contended that reciprocity was 
not a necessity to Cuba’s progress. His 
address, while voicing the fear of the 
domination of Cuba by trusts, was mark- 
ed by no bitterness teward the United 
States government or people. 

Senor Sanguilly denied that the treaty 
would benefit either the Cuban producer 
cr the United States consumer, and as- 
serted that the trusts would be the sole 
beneficiaries. He argued that it was a 
suspicious circumstance that General 
Tascar H. Bliss, who negotiated the 
treaty, should have declared before the 
United States congressional committec 
that it ought to be the policy of the 
United States to get hold of the entire 
Cuban market. The business in the 
United States aspired to control Cuba’s 
economic affairs and make Cuba an 
‘economic colony of the United States. 
and it was surprising te him how so 
good a friend of Cuba as President Roose- 
velt should have been led into such an 
embroglio. 

As a proof of the alleged conspiracy to 
gain control of the Cuban matket, the 
speaker called attention to an article 
rublisted in an American review by 
General Wood, in which he held that 
Cuba was lost unless it secured reciprocity 
with the United States, whereas as a 
matter cf fact it was entirely possible 
for Cuba to exist independent of such 
aid. The misertes of Cuba, continued 
Sencr Sanguilly, had been overdrawn to 
influence the reciprocity movement, the 
Cuban sugar producers being in a better 
situation than those in the United States, 
for &2 per cent of the beet sugar factories 
in the United States were heavily mort- 
gaged. 

The United States, he continued, wouid 
always need Cuban sugar, and the terms 
of the Brussels convention were certain 
to benefit Cuba during the coming five 
years. The reciprocity treaty came at 
an opportune time, and the speaker did 
not believe that the United States would 
ever coerce Cuba, because he remember- 
ed the words of Secretary Root to the 
commission sent to Washington by the 
Cuban constituttonai convention, that the 
United States. would never consider the 
use of force as an argument to impose 
its will upon the Cuban 

Seror Sanguilly concluded by saying he 
telieved that only when liberty as ex- 
emplified by the statue in New Yorh 
harbor ceases to enlighten the American 
conscience will the independence of Cuba 
be lost.

Nothing of a sensational nature was 
developed by the investigation, and the 
testimony was mainly a statement in de- 
tail of the contentions of the two fac- 
tions, these favoring and those opposing 
the pastor, that have already been pub- 
lished. No friction developed and no 
harsh feeling was displayed by any of the 
participants.

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HANGED BY MOD 
FOR lS CRIME 


Negro Assailant of Little Girl 
lynched in Florida, 


Identified by 10-Year-Old Victim, 
the Negro Confesses and Is Im- 
mediately Put To Death. 
Crime One of Most 
Daring. 


Tampa, Fla., March 9.—Henry Thomas, 
colored, who criminally assaulted the 10- 
year-old daughter of Porter Keene, was 
lynched near Parish last night after 
being positively identified by his victim 
and having admitted his guilt. 

Thomas was captured yesterday after- 
noon 5 miles south of Parish, and after 
being taken to the scene of his crime 
was hanged to a tree. 

The crime which Thomas committed 
was one of the most daring in this state, 
having taken place in broad daylight. 
The 10-year-old Caughter of Keene had 
been sent to the home of a neighbor to 
purchase some vegetables. The neigh- 
bor’s home was only half a mile distant. 
and when the victim of the assault ar- 
rived there she was sent a short distance 
from the farm to procure the vegetables. 
There the negro saw her and immediate- 
ly following, came up with and attempt- 
ed to assault her almost in sight of the 
farm house. 

The little girl, when she finally man- 
aged to escape, ran toward her own 
home, and the negro continued to follow 
her. Mrs. Keene, alarmed at her daugh- 
ter’s absence, had started in search of 
her, and immediately after she left her 
home she saw ner little daughter run- 
ning toward her, with the negro in pur- 
suit. Upon seeing Mrs, Keene the negro 
drew a pistol on her and threatened to 
shoot if she came further in his direc- 
tion. 

The alarm was immediately given and 
posses of citizens began a search for the 
negro.

Washington, March 9.—(Special.)—The 
Presbyterian Ministerial Association of 
has decided to take novo 
part in the protesc made against Sen- 
ator Smoot’s induction into the United 
States senate.

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HILL 1S TOSSING 
ANCIENT PENNY 


To See Whether He or Judge 
Parker Will Run, 


So Mr. Bryan Says, but He Says 
Penny Is So Worn That Hill 
Can’t Tell Head from Tail. 
Record of Congress Is 
Discussed. 


Toledo, O., March 9.—Colonel W. J. 
Bryan was in the city this afternoon. 
He was prevailed on to discuss politics. 
He told of his recent visit to New York 
and added that the people in that staie 
knew less about politics than they do in 
the west. 

“They asked me about Judge Parker,” 
he said, ‘‘and I told them I could say 
nothing until I knew his attitude on pub- 
lic questions. They answered that he was 
a judge and it would not be proper for 
him to discuss political topics.’ ’ 

“What do you think Hill intends to 
do?’’ 

“Well, I think Mr. Hill is tossing a 
penny to see whether he or Judge Par- 
ker will run. The troule with the plan 
is that Hill has an old penny that he 
has tossed so often that he does not 
know which side is head and which 
side is tail.’’ 

“What have you to say regarding the 
record of congress?’ 

“What congress has done is easily as- 
certained. Find out how much there was 
in the treasury before the session began 
and find out how much there is now. 
The wonder is that they did not take 
it all.’’ 

Mr. Bryan declined to discus the prob- 
able issues and candidates in the next 
national campaign, but when asked to 
make a general statement as to the sit- 
uation, he said: 

‘Political sucess depends on two things, 
opportunity and preparation to take ad- 
vantage of it. A political party must 
have its principles and it must advocate 
those policies it believes best for the peo- 
ple and then trust to events to vindicte 
the wisdom of its course, 

“I believe that the democratic party 
has taken the people's side of the public 
questions discussed in 1896 and In 1900, and 
I believe if it will maintain its Integ- 
rity and allow no doubt to arise as to its 
fidelity to the people’s cause, it will be 
only a question of time, and not a long 
time, either, before enough repubilcans 
will be disguested with the policy of the 
republican party to again put the demo- 
cratic party in power. 

“Such a victory, when won, will bring 
relief to the people from all the vicious 
policies of the republican party. We can- 
not win a victory by a compromise or 
cowardice, and if we should win a victory 
by such means, it would be as disastrous 
to the party'as Mr Cleveland’s victory in 
1892 proved to be,”’ 

Asked his opinion on the Wabash strike 
Mr. Bryan said: 

“The merits of the controversy be- 
tween the company and its employes are 
overshadowed by the menace of the pro- 
cess known as government by injunction. 
The democrats have long been calling 
attention to the danger that lurks in this 
abuse of the judicial power, but it seems 
to take several object lessons to make

Firm in his convic- 
tions, he never compromised with 
what he helieved to be wrong, but, 
more than once, asserted his inde- 
pendence of thought and character and 
even risked his political future by tak- 
ing issue with what seemed at times 
to be the popular cry. 

During the} Cleveland administra- 
tion Colonel Blount was appointed 
commissioner paramount to Hawaii, 
directly representing the president in 
the adjustment of affairs growing out 
of the dethronement of Queen Liliou- 
lakiani. In that capacity he won in- 
ternational fame by going contrary to 
the American sentiment of the islands 
and hauling down the American flag 
which had been raised over the gov- 
ernment buildings of Hawaii. After 
investigating the situation, he came to 
the conclusion that the government 
nad been wrongly wrested from the 
native rulers and he promptly took 
steps to reinvest the former govern- 
ment with authority. For this he was 
both praised and denounced, but his 
course in this matter gave him inter- 
national prominence. 

Colonel Blount was successful aside 
from his political career. He accum- 
ulated large landed interests and was 
noted as one of middle Georgia’s most 
substantial men from a financial 
standpoint. He was respected and 
honored by his neighbors, by his state 
and by his country. Georgia will long 
mourn hig los:.

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Our Increasing Naval Strength. 

With the vessels now building and 
to be built, under the appropriations 
made by the last congress, the United 
States easily ranks as the third naval 
power of the world. 

This statement will, probably, strike 
European nations with more force 
than it does our own people; but it 
must be a matter of satisfaction to 
us all to know that we are rapidly 
moving up to a place where the whole 
world must respect and even fear us. 

The nations of the world now rank 
in the following order, as shown by the 
report of Mr. Foss, chairman of the 
house naval committee, which report 
takes into account all vessels built and 
building, the number and tonnage:

The Philadeiphia Press, which calls 
attention to these figures, also takes 
occasion to mention the fact that 
twenty years ago the United States 
was worse off in its navy than coun- 
tries like Turkey or Austria. Ten 
years ago it stood after a country like 
Italy, many even held after Japan or 
Spain. Four years ago it ranked fifth, 
while today only England and France 
have larger navies. 

In congratulating the country that 
the last congress, at the last moment, 
decided that the United States should 
maintain its position as the third 
naval power of the world, The Press 
goes on to say:

On its vessels built, the United States is 


‘fifth in the list, after England, France, 


Germany and Russia, England has a 
quarter of its Navy under construction, 
Russta has a third and Germany a fifth, 
while the United States has half. 

The position of the United States de- 
pends therefore on new construction 
The German estimate for the five years 
lw. to 190% provide for two battleships 
rnd an armored cruiser yearly. Italy or- 
dered last year three battleships and had 
four already building. Russia has eight. 
England builds from three to five yearly 
and France three under present plans, 

If the United States had built three 
battleships of 16,000 tons, as proposed by 
the house, or four of 12,000 tons, as the 
senate proposed, in each case, with an 
armored cruiser added, it would have just 
kept up with the procession. By ordering 
three of 16,000 tons and two of 13,000 it 
maintains its place and adds 74,000 to those 
already builaing, or nine of 131,200. 

Coal Strike Findings. 

The report of the coal strike com- 
mission appointed by the president is 
promised for the near future. More 
stirring events during the past few 
months have served to overshadow 
the hearings of the commission, and 
it had almost dropped from memory. 
The announcement that a report may 
soon be expected from it will, how- 
ever, revive popular interest, es- 
pecially as*this report is certain to 
have an important bearing upon the 
coal situation for the next two or tiuree 
years. 

According to a forecast of this re 
port, which is presented in The New 
York Herald, one feature of it will 
be a recommendation that there be an 
increase of 10 per cent in the com- 
pensation of miners, to date from the 
time they returned to work last Oc- 
tober, and a corresponding reduction 
of 10 per cent in the hours of those 
paid by the day. The Herald suggests 
that while the findings will not be 
wholly satisfactory to either side, both 
will doubtless keep the agreement to 
abide by them for a period of three 
years. 

An analysis of this finding seems to 
indicate that the miners will get the 
advance which they were willing to 
accept last summer; that the m2n 
have real grounds for complaint; and, 
on the other hand, that the boycoit 
was a thing to be strongiy condemned, 
the rights of every non-union man io 
work without molestation being 
strongly upheld, 

Whether the commission will en- 
deavor to suggest a means by which 
boycotting can be prevented in the 
future is yet to be seen. American 
sentiment will undoubtedly indorse 
the commission’s insistence upon the 
right of every man’s individual free- 
dom to labor if he so wishes. 

Members of the commission are 
quoted as saying that the most diffi- 
cult point concerning which they have 
been called upon to reach a cenclusion 
is that of the basis upon which the 
compensation to miners shall be fixed. 
The testimony brought out in the 
hearings shows that conditions vary 
so widely in different fields and in dif- 
ferent. mines that it is extremely diffi- 
cult to find any uniform method for 
all. The methods whi:h have been 
in operation for many years, based 
upon what is known as ‘he carload 
system, have, it is claimed, been un- 
just to the men and have undoubtedly 
been responsible for a great deal of 
the discontent which has prevailed 
among tiem. The men have opposed 
the carload systein, but the operators 
as a rule have favored it, which fact 
is regaraed as signif.cant of benefits 
to the employers rather than to the 
miners. It is to be hoped that the 
commission will be able to suggest 
some pian which will insure adsolute 
fairness and equality of treatment all 
around. The miners should receive 
full pay for the work they do, and the 
operators should be willing to give it 
to them. Certainly both sides to the 
controversy, as well as tke public, 
will benefit by any system which will 
act as a preventive of strikes,

NEGLIGENCE—ATTEMPT TO 
ANOTHER'’S LIFE. 
In Seott v. Mayor, et al., the court of 
common pleas, of Baltimore, Md., holds 
that a person who vyoluntarily exposes 
himself to danger in the attempt to 
save the life of another, who is in peril, 
is not guilty of negligence, provided he 
thereby takes no greater risk than would 
be taken by a man of ordinary prudence 
under like circumstances; and having 
taken no such. greater risk he is entitled 
to damages for any injuries received in 
such attempt if the exposure to peril 
of the one whom he attempted to save 
was directly due to the negligence of 
the defendant. But if such exposure to 
peril was directly due to the contributory 
negligence of the person whom he sought 
to save, he would not be entitled to 
recover, although the defendant may also 
have been guilty of negligence. 35 Chi- 
cazo Legal] News, 226. 


iNTERSTATE COMMERCE—PROPER- 
TY IN TRANSIT—TAXATION, 


A flock of 10,000 sheep, which is_being 
driven from Utah by a direct route acrass 
the state of Wyoming to the state ¥e 
Nebraska at a rate of about 9 miles per 
day, is the subject of interstate com- 
merce, and is therefore exempt from 
taxation under Wyoming laws, authoriz- 
ing the taxation of live stock brought 
into the state for grazing purposes, al- 
though the sheep may while actually in 
transit have been permitted incidentally 
to support themselves by grazing over 
land one-quarter of a mile in width, and 
might have been transported by rall. 23

LIFE INSURANCE—EXECUTION FOR 
CRIME. 


The United States supreme court holds 
that a policy of life insurance does not 
fnsure against the legal execistion of the 
insured for crime, even though he may 
in fact have been innocent, and there- 
fore unjustly convicted and executed. 
In the opinion the court suggests this 
question: - Suppose beneficiaries at the 
time of the trial of an insured for murder 
were possessors, and the sole -possessors, 
of a knowledge of facts that would es- 
tablish his innocence? As good citizens 
it would be their duty ® furnish that 
evidence and thus prevent a miscarriage 
of justice. As beneficiaries it would be 
their interest to withhold their evidence, 
and thus let an innocent man be pun- 
ished.

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THE FIRST FAILURES 
OF GREAT ORATORS 


Sunday’s Constitution had a cablegram 
from London which recalls several good 
stories, 

It seems that Lord Lovat, 4 gallant 
hero of the South African war, rose to 
address the house of lords in the debate 
on the army bill, and suddenly collapsed 
in the most ludicrous manner, after 
finishing his first sentence. 

The noble lord was attempting his first 
speech, and was seized with what is 
called “stage fright.” He managed to

Then he paused, waited a momént or 
two, and sat down in hopeless and help- 
less embarrassment.

He was loaded with a big speech, but 
after rising and attracting the attention 
of the house, he looked in every direction, 
deliberately changed his position two or 
three time, and then resumed his seat, 
Without uttering a word. 


Some of the world’s greatest orators 
made ridiculous failures in early life. 

Sheridan in his maiden speech made 
such a donkey of himself—was so nerv- 
ous, rambling, unintelligible and inaudi- 
ble, that the commons saluted him with 
laughter and jeers, forcing him at last 
to sit down. 

But the brilliant young Irishman was 
game all the way through. 

“I know I have got it in me, and, by 
G—d, it shall come out!” 

In the depth of his humiliatiom that day 
he foresaw the time when his eloquence 
would dazzle and delight that same house 
and hold a kingdom spellbound. 

Some of the very men who laughed 
at his maiden speech lived to hail him as 
the ideal orator of their time, when they 
heard his matchless speech against War- 
ren Hastings, and they thoroughly agreed 
with Byron when he wrote: 

“Nature made but one such man, 
And broke the die in molding Sheridan!” 


Disraeli had a very similar experience. 
When he entered parliament he was 
unpopular because he was a Jew, a 
spectacular dandy, a conceited youngster 
and a demagogue. 

His first speech was nothing but stam- 
mering jargon, and the uproar was 80 
great that he had to sit down. 

“It is all right,’’ he said, ‘‘you will not 
listen now, but the time is coming when 
you will hear me.’’ 

How splendidly that prediction was 
realized is a matter of history. 

A few years later he was a master of 
men, easily adapting himself to every 
class, the aristocracy and the mob, the 
scholarly and the illiterate. 

Motley heard him address a crowd In a 
country town and described his speech 
as “one of the cleverest, wittiest, most 
mendacious and most besotted speeches 
ever heard.” 

A few days afterwards he wrote that 
Disraeli's style in parliament ‘‘was calm, 
statesmanlike and altogether different 
from his declamatory efforts before the 
masses.”’ 
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Some fanciful stories have led people 
to believe that Daniel Webster was a 
natural orator, even in his early boy- 
hood. 

This is a mistake. One of his class- 
mates, in an article published in Put- 
nam’s Magazine about sixty years ago, 
says that at college Webster could never 
be induced to speak. One of his profes- 
sors, who appreciated his great talent, 
pleaded with him so earnestly that 
Daniel, then a grown man of 21, prom- 
ised to declaim with the other students. 

When the day came his name was 
called, and with a firm step he mounted 
the platform. Facing the audience with 
perfect outward self-possession and dig- 
nitv, he made a low bow. ° 

Everybody waited expectantly. The 
friendly professor began to look anxious. 
A suppressed titter was heard among the 
students. 

Then. with a look of unutterable de- 
spair in his large, unfathomable eyes, the 
godlike Daniel made another majestic 
bow, and walked back to his seat. 

He never tried to speak again at col- 


lege.

John Randolph and Alexander H. Steph- 
ens were almost living skeletons, without 
an ounce of surplus flesh. Their voices 
were naturally shrill, high-keyed and dis- 
cordant. 

Randolph practiced singing until his 
voice became well-trained, attuned t») 
every mood, end its tones and cadences 
were so musical that the speaker swayed 
and controlled any crowd at his will. 

Perhaps Stephens had read of Ran- 
dolph’s system of voice training. At any 
rate, he followed it. With no ear for 
music, and never able to carry a tune, 
the young lawyer, when riding the circuit, 
used to sing for hours as he traveled the 
lonely country roads, leading from ono 
court house to another. 

1 cannot say that his voice ever be- 
came altogether pleasing to the sensitive 
ears of the critical, but it was far-reach- 
ing, not discordant, and it had a certain 
eccult, magnetic quality which attracted 
hearers, and commanded attention from 
his followers and | opponents alike. 


It will be difficult to convince some 
people that Robert Toombs was not an 
orator from his cradle up, but I have read 
in some Georgia biographical work that 
he gave no promise in his boyhood of 
ever becoming eloquent. 

At college, however, he began to display 
Some speaking ability, and while still a 
young man his imperious will, self confi- 
dence, habit of self-assertion, intellectual 
pride, and firm belief in the masterful 
power of his thundering voice, backed by 
a superb physique which made nervous- 
ness out of the question, advanced him 
to the front rank of the great orators 
of his day. 

A certain recklessness, contempt for 
the opinion of others, determination to 
make himself heard, and perfect confi- 
dence in his own powers made him equal 
to any emergency, and carried him 
triumphantly through ordeals in which al- 
most any other man. would have failed. 


Many years ago I complimented an At- 
lanta lawyer, long since dead, upon the 
rhetorical beauty of one of his speeches, 
and his graceful style of delivery. 

“I grew up,” he replied, “in a country 
town, and I felt that I was so ungainly 
and awkward that I dodged every lady. 
—_ took the back streets to avoid peo- 
ple. 

“Finally, I changed all this. I forced 
myself to meet people—forced myself to 
talk, studied hard, spoke at every meet- 
ing of a debating society, went visitin 
every night, never missed a great speec 
or lecture, and in the course of a few 
years found, to my delight, that I was 
making a reputation as an orator. If f{ 
am a success in that line it has cost me a 
lot of hard work, and it has strained 
my will power to ths utmost.”’

This blank constitutes the principal new 
feature in the returns of corporations,

@ true idea of the value of the franchise 
which it is sSught to tax. 

The franchise tax law is printed on the 
front page of this blank, while the second 
page contains the following inquiries to 
be made of ali corporations in the state 
which in any way exercise right of emi- 
nent domain:

The foregoing statement containing in. 
formation wanted by the comptroller 
general, must be sworn to by the official 
making the return in behalf of his com- 
pany. 

The operations of the new law will be 
watched with a great deal of interest. 
The first returns of franchises will reach 
the office of the comptroller general the 
latter part of April or about the first of 
May. 

So far as is .known there is not going 
to be any contest made on the law in 
the courts, but there is little doubt that’ 
there will be some disagreement between 
the comptroller general and some of the 
corporation officials as to the value of 
their franchises, in which event arbitra- 
tion will. be resorted to, just as is now 
the case with returns of physical prop- 
erty. 

There are many details ir volved in mak- 
ing returns of franchises and it may be 
Some little time before the law gets to 
working smoothly.

CEORCIA TROOPS 
WILL FARE WELL 


Will Get Arms and Equipment 
Worth About $160,000, 


New Guns Soon To Be Issued—Geor- 
gia Troops Complimented—Ad- 
visory Board Meeting De- 
layed—Colonel Obear 
Returns. 


Colonel W. G. Obear, inspector gencral 
cf state troops, returned yesterday froin 
Washington, where he has been in cun- 
ference with officials of the war depart- 
ment and in search of information rela- 
tive to the state troops. 

While Colonel Obear found it impossi- 
ble to get any information just yet regard- 
ing the question of state encampments, 
he brought back with him a great deal 
of information that will be of interest to 
the militia of the state. The secretary of 
war had decided, however, not to take up 
the Dick militia bill until after the ad- 
journment of congress. On Mareh 5, the 
day after congress adjourned, the bill 
was referred to the war college board. 
and that went to work first fo 
straighten out and clear up a number of 
obscurities in the measure. The question 
of state encampments will not, therefore, 
be reached until later on. 

Colonel Obear states that the new Krag- 
Jorgensen guns for the Georgia troops are 
now in Augusta and will be distributed 
just as soon as the necessary arrange- 
ments can be made, probably tn the 
course of the next two or three weeks. 
These Krags will be in use only about 
three years, at the end of which time the 
war department expects to be able to re- 
place them with the new Springfield mag- 
azine rifles which will soon be supplied 
to the regular army, 

The new army uniform will not be ready 
to be issued to the enlisted men of the 
state militia for two years. 

Books of instruction containing army 
regulations, ete., are now ready for dis- 
tribution, and a requisition for a number 
sufficient to supply all the officers of the 
Georgia troops has been made by Adju- 
tant General J. W. Robertson, who will 
issue them as soon as they are received. 


Georgia Troops Complimented. 

“Everybody I saw, from the secretary 
of war down, spoke in most compliment- 
ary terms of the Georgia troops,” said 
Colonel Obear. 

“There is a disposition among those in 
authority to put the most liberal con- 
struction possible on the new law. They 
say they will do everything they can to 
help carry out its essential provisions, and 
to make the militia an efficient reserve 
to the regular army. 

“The Army and Navy Register of Wash- 
ington will make a specialty of giving 
out information as to what is being done 
with regard to state troops, and officers 
can easily keep themselves posted through 
this source. 

‘“‘An interesting feature of the new Dill 
which has not been noticed is that $2,500 
has been appropriated for the purpose 
of purchasing a trophy to be contested 
for by teams from the regular army and 
the state troops, and the general gov- 
ernment will pay the expenses of all 
teams going to and from the contest. 
This will, no doubt, solve the Sea Girt 
problem, at least, so far as Georgia Is 
concerned, 

“Georgia will be assigned an officer of 
the recular army, if the governor makes 
application for one. This is provided for 
in:-the new Dill. 

“The state military advisory board will 
not be called together until we get more 
definite information from Washington 
relative to encampments and. several 
other matters.”’ 

Georgia’s Goodly Share. 

Georgia fares well in the distribution 
of arms, equipment and other military 
property under the new army bill. The 
cash value of the new guns and equip- 
ment which the troops of this state will 
receive at one issue 1s $78,786. 

In addition to this, Georgia's share of 
the additional $2,000,000 appropriation for 
supplies which Senator Bacon had insert- 
ed in the bill is $55,000. 

Besides all this, Georgia gets her regu- 
Yar annual appropriation in uniforms, 
tentage and similar equipment amounting 
to $27,614. 

This makes a grand total of about $160.,- 
M00 that is coming to Georgia this vear 
in the shape of arms, ammunition, equlp- 
ment. uniforms, tents and all supplies 
necessary for the maintenance of the state 
troops. 

All of this was brought about, Colonel 
Obear states. through the efforts of the 
Interstate National Guard Assoeiation, 
during the last four years. In the place 
of what she now receives, Georgia for- 
merly got only $11,000 from the govern- 
ment. 

It is proposed to organize a branch of 
this association in Georgia, which will 
join the national association and help 
along in the good work. Georgia is prac- 
tically the only state that is not now a 
member of this association. 


Georgians Promoted. 

Captain J. B. Erwin, of the Fourth 
lInited States cavalry, has been ordered 
up for examination for commission as @ 
major. 

Captain Erwin is a native of Savannah, 
and is well remembered in Atlanta, hav- 
ing been stationed here for a short time 
as assistant to the adjutant general. 

Lieutenant Ernest E. West, of the 
marine corps, who is an old Atlanta boy, 
has been commissioned a captain. He 
was a graduate of Annapolis but resign- 
ed. He returned to the marine corps at 
the outbreak of the war with Spain, and 
has been rapidly advanced, 

Captain James Lockett, also a Georgian, 
has recently been commissioned major in 
the Fourth United States cavalry.

NO CHANGE FOR WEATHER 


Forcaster Says Conditions Will Prob- 
ably Remain the 


Same, 

There is to be no decided change in the 
weather as far ahead as Forecaster Mar- 
bury can see. 

These warm, wet days are the result of 
a high barometer out west and a low 
barometer along the lower Atlantic coast, 
Both have remained stationary, or prac- 
tically so, for several days, and untfi 
they change Atlanta weather will be the 
Same as for several days past. 

The low barometer draws the warm, 
damp currents of air out of the east, 
warms the atmosphere here and causes 
the coquettish showers that remind one 
of April. Out where the high barometer 
is they are enjoying fine weather, Mr. 
Marbury says. 

But in spite of the fact that there have 
been so many showers the total precipita- 
tion for this month is but little more 
than a third of the average for this much 
of March. 

Up to and including Sunday the total 
precipitation for the month was .57 inches, 
which is .94 inches less than the average 
from March 1 to 8 Yesterday .17 inch 
had fallen by 3 o'clock. 

The temperature at 11 o’clock Sunday 
night was 68 degrees and it rose grad- 
ually until 73 degrees had been reached at 
1 o'clock vesterday afternoon. The 
came one of the coquettish showers and 
the temperature slunk again, until, at 
3:15 o’clock, it stood at @ degrees. 

“This weather is not unusual for March, 
however,’’ says Forecaster Marbury, “for 
it is usual to have. at least, one warm 
spell during that month. February, too, 
generally has a few warm days in a clus- 
ter, which happened last month. The 
temperature has, however, been 4 degrees 
warmer in its total than the normal.”’

“Each page of manuscript is number- 
ed in big blue figures from beginning to 
end, carefully pinned together. A ‘dum- 
my,’ a fearfully and wonderfully made 
affair of as many loose pages of blan® 
paper as the magazine will contain, is 
then made and a proof of the cuts and 
initial letters and _ tail pieces is pasted 
where they will be on each page. These 
euts are either half-tones or line en- 
gravings. The half-tone cuts are made 
py photographing on copper from clear, 
well defined photographs, and putting the 
copper plate into an acid bath which eats 
out the light spots. 

“The best half-tones are obtained from 
photographs which are painted on smooth 
paper, and costs 12 1-2 to 15 cents a 
square inch. 

“Tine drawings in pen and ink repro- 
duce better and cost much less, but are 
not as accurate or as soft. 

“When the pictures are pasted in where 
they ‘belong, sixteen words ‘of round 
magazine type are allowed to a Square 
inch or 300 words to a page. 

“Then calculate how much space there 
is left to be filled in with type around 
the cuts. 

“If the story is a page, for example, 
and just fills to the bottom of a page, 
you will experience the same satisfaction 
that you would in winning a game of 
solitaire or fitting togetber a dissected 
animal puzzle. 

“When, however, it runs over two lines. 
as it generally does, or under, a line or 
two, ‘there's the rub.’ 

“If you dare face the wrath of your 
contributor and add a paragraph, making 
as much as a quarter of a page over, 
then a new story can be begun under- 
neath. If you are still more daring and 
bring out the editor’s ‘‘mightier than the 
sword’ blue pencil, you can cut out a 
Sentence or two and make it fit. 

“The value of tail pieces cannot be over- 
estimated, and short poems, cast aside 
as ‘“‘beautiful snow” trash, are hunted up 
with absolute joy, as the hours fly, and 
toward riinight you have still a dozen

On every Known subject—short stories, 
poems and photographs—from which to 
choose good material for his readers. 

“There is no Hfe quite so absorbing. 
for the magazine must appear each 
month, and, like a game of golf, you hope 
each time to beat the last record, and 
never for an instant lose sight of the 
‘god story’ in things that to other peo- 
ple would be passing incidents of more 
or less interest and soon forgotter.”’

MEETS TONIGHT 


It Will Be “Chairman Fox” 
When New Board: Is 
Organized, 


It will be Chairman Fox, of the police 
board, tonight. 

The election of Commissioner Fox to 
the chairmanship of the board marks a 
new departure in the board, for he will 
receive the honor without having made 
an effort to get it, and without any op- 
position. At nearly all the previous eiec- 
tiong for chairman the board has had a 
deadlock, and as Commissioner Brother- 
ton expressed it, “every fellow kept the 
Geadlock on in hape of getting the office 
himself ”’ : 

But Comissioner Fox, without asking a 
man to vote for him, will be elecicd 
unanimously tonight. The reason of this 
is that he stands, so it is said, neutral 
between the two alleged factions of the 
police board. He calls himself the ‘‘flop- 
per."’ As the board stands, neither fac- 
tion could hope to win the chairman- 
ship and the best thing to be done tor the 
sake of harmour was for both factions tu 
flop over to Fox, and they will so flep 
tonight. 

For the first time in many years the 
election of chairman of the board will 
throw no light on the coming election of 
the police foree. Hitherto the selection 
of a chairman was a large straw show- 
ing which way the wind would blow 
when the more important election of the 
police force took plaee. In other words, 
it usually shows how the board ts going 
to “‘line up.” 

So the election of the force will still be 
a matter of speculation after the meeting 
of the board tonight. 

It is conceded that Chief Ball will be re. 
elected, his record’for the past two years 
barring all opposition. He was first elect 
ed chief two years ago and his reelection 
will be an indorsement of the excellent 
record he has made.

Vilely Treated by Officers, Ac- 
cording to Herr Bebe, 


Private Compelled To Open His 
Mouth While Sergeant Spits in 
It—Bebel Says Dueling Is 
Favored by Higher 
Classes. 


Berlin, March 9.—Herr Bebel, the go- 
cialist leader, during the debate on the 
military budget in the reichstag today, 
said the higher classes of society were 
in a state of permanent’ conspiracy 
against the law and religion, so far as 
dueling was concerned. Al] the military 
courts and the fixed opinion of the mil- 
itary class, including his majesty, re- 
garded dueling as necessary in the 
army, notwithstanding the reichstag’s 
resolution on the subject and against 
the weight of public opinion. Herr Be- 


(bel referred in detail to the recent in- 


Stances of dueling and complained of 
the invariable pardoning of duelists be- 
fore their terms of imprisonment had 
teen completed. , 

Turning to the ill-treatment of Ger- 
man soldiers he said it was common for 
old sergeants to boast of their ingenuity 
in abusing young privates. Most ex- 
treme instances, the speaker added. were 
those of weak-minded young fellows, 
sometimes bordering on idiocy, who 
Ought not to be in the service and who 
would not be there if militarism did not 
bias the minds of the medical officers. 
Among the incidents referred to by the 
Socialist leader was that of a privates 
who was compelled to open his mouth 
while a sergeant spat into it several 
times. 

“One must wonder,” said Herr Bebel. 
“that the man treated thus did not have 
the moral courage to stab such a beast to 
death.”’ 

The socialist leader then spoke on the 
unfavorable criticism of the kaiser’s ma- 
neuvers in the French and English press, 
as Well as by German military writers. 

War Minister Von Gossler, replying, 
Said that throughout the year 1902 no 
duel had occurred between Officers on 
the active list. Duelists. he continued, 
were pardoned only on the recommenda- 
tion of the highest court. The Speaker 
fully agreed with Herr Bebe] that offi- 
cers who ill-treated private soldiers in 
the way described by the socialist leader 
merit the most severe punishment. The 
minister added: 

“We know perfectly well that an army 
having a large cavalry force has an im- 
mense advantage over its enemy. The 
kaiser maneuvers show that our troops 
are quite preeminent. When Herr Bebel 
refers to unfavsrable foreign criticism 
we reply that we do not expect foreign 
applause for our maneuvers.” 

Herr Kunert, socialist, attempted to 
criticise the emperor’s military skill in 
leading the maneuvers, but Speakeh Von 
Hiallestrem ruled that such criticisms 
inadmissible. Herr Kunert retort- 
ed: 

“I infer from your ruling that we can 
mention God here, but not William II.” 

Count Von Ballestrem had to eall 
Herr Kunert to order three times before 
the latter desisted in his remarks.

DECISOIN ON ELKILS ACT 


Law Dealt with by United States Su- 
preme Court. 
Washington, March 9—The United 
States supreme court today rendered its 
first opinion in an interstate commerce 
case {tn which the Elkins act, passed at 
the last session of congress, was dealt 
with. The case was that of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad Company v. the United 
States, involving a question of discrimi- 
nation on the part of the railroad com- 
pany as between places. It was brought 
at the instance of the interstate coin- 
merce commission, but without any pre 
vious proceedings on the part of the 
commission. The railroad company filed 
a demurrer to the bill, challenging the 
regularity of the proceeding, but the cir- 
cuit court and the circuit court of appeals 
for the eighth circuit held the proceeding 
to be regular and decided the case in fa- 
vor of the contention of the United 

States. 

These decisions were reversed by to- 
day’s opinion, which was delivered by 
Justice White. He said that by the terms 
of the old law, under which the case was 
tried, the proceeding would not have been 
regular, but that under the Elkins law 
it would be. The court therefore re- 
versed and sent the case back for a new 
trial under the Elkins act. ,

&re now here. Haywood's grandfather 
was for nearly forty years state treas.- 
urer and his father was a distinguished 
confederate surgeon, in charge of Petti- 
grew's military hospital here. 

When General Lafayette was here in 
1825 he was a guest of Treasurer Hay- 
wood, in the same house in which, until 
the day of the slaying of Skinner, Ernest 
Haywood lived. The square on which the 
Stately old mansion stands was bought !n 
1792 (when Raleigh was laid out), by 
Treasurer Haywood, and its possession by 
his family has been continuous. In the 
State capitol there had been placed in 
1824 a statue of Washington, by Canora, 
the Italign sculptor, which that great ar- 
tist considered his masterpiece.

Government Advertises for Block 
for New Federal Building,

Bids Must Be in the Office of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Not Later 
Than April 6 — Several 
Bids Will Be 
Made. 


The United States government has ad- 
vertised for a site for Atlanta's new post- 


office. 

This throws the doors open to all who 
have property, of the kind required, for 
sale and means that the very best avail- 
able location will be selected for the hand- 


some structure to be erected. 

The advertisement was sent out under 
the date of March 7, last Saturday, by H. 
A. Taylor, assistant secretary of the 
treasury, and calls for all bids to be in 
his office not later than 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon of April 6, next. This means 
that in less than a month the vexed ques- 
tlon.of »where the new postoffice is to bs 
located will be in a fair way toward solu- 


tion. 

In the advertisement sent out from 
Washington and received in Atlanta yes- 
terday afternoon the requirements which 
are to be met by those who submit prop- 
erty for consideration are fully set out. 
One of the conditions of the submission 
of sites is that any improvements on the 
land accepted shall be removed on thirty 
days’ notice. The full advertisement is aa 
follows: 

“Treasury Department, Office of Secre- 
tary, Washington, D. C., March 7.—Pro- 
posals will be received to be opened at 
2 o’clock p. m., April 6, 190, for the sale 
to the United States of a suitable site, 
centrally and conveniently located, for the 
federal building to be erected in Atlanta, 
7a. A whole block or square of ground 
is required, bounded on each side by a 
street Each proposal must- be accom- 
panied by a diagram of the land, showing 
the widths of the adjacent streets and 
alleys, the grades and the character of 
the foundations attainable, etc. Any im- 
provements on the land must be removed 
by the vendor within thirty days after 
written notice, and the vendor shall pay 
all expenses connected with furnishing 
evidence of title and deeds of conveyance. 
The right to reject any proposal] is reserv- 
ed. Each'proposal must be sealed, marked 
‘Proposal for federal building site at At- 
lanta, Ga.,’ and mailed to the secretary 
of the treasury (supervising architect), 
Washington, D. C.

Up to date there have been numerous 
blocks discussed as possible sites for the 
new building and in some instances plans 
have been made and publicly announced 
to offer certain pieces of property to the 
government for this purpose. 

Among the sites discussed is the block 
in which the First Baptist church is lo- 
cated, bounded by Forsyth, Walton, Fair- 
lie and Poplar streets. The block lying 
west of the present building has also been 
suggested, as has been that plot of land 
bounded by Alabama and Forsyth streets 
and the railroads.

MANY MILLIONS 
FOR THE NAVY 


Great Programme Is Out- 
lined by the Estimates of 
Great Britain. 


London, March 9.—The British navy es- 
timates for 1908-04, issued this evening, 
provide for an expenditure of $179,184, 205, 
an increase of $16,010,000, of which amount 
$11,180,000 will be devoted to ship building 
and repairs. The maintenance estimates 
provide for 127,000 officers and men, an 
increase of 4,600 officers and men. The 
total expenditures for ship building, re- 
pairs and maintenance is $89,103,600. The 
new construction includes three battle- 
ships, four armored cruisers, three pro- 
tected cruisers, to be used as scouts; 
fifteen torpedo boat destroyers, ten tor- 
pedo boats, two coast guard cruisers, a 
river gunboat and an admiralty yacht. 

[In an explanatory statement which ac- 
companied the estimates Lord Selborne, 
first lord of the edmiraity, announces 
the formation of a new squadron to be 
known as the South Atlantic squadron 
It will serve on the west coast of Africa 
and along the southeast coast of Ameri- 
ca, With bases at Gibraltar ana Sierra 
Leona. Particulars are given in the state- 
ment of the plan by which medals and 
bonuses will be given to enlisted men as 
a reward for proficiency, and jt is stated 
that the trials of oil fuel on British war- 
ships have been increasingly satisfac- 
tory.

Along the Southern Mis- 
sissippi People Flee to 
High Land. 


Louisville, Ky., March 9.—The Ohio 
river was stationary at noun today with 
the gauge 5 inches above the danger line. 
The weather bureau announces that the 
river will remain on a stand for two days, 
when a further rise is expected. The wa- 
ter crept up into Fourth street during the 
night, flooding many basements and cut- 
ting off the entrance to the Kentucky and 
Indiana elevated railroad. The inhabit- 
ants of Shippingsport, in the western 
part of the ‘town, are using boats as a 
means of transportation, but no serious 
damage is reported. 

All the lowlands north of the Loulsville 
and Nashville river front tracks, from 
Brook street to the cut off, are sub- 
merged, and Towhead island is entirely 
under water. A rise of nearly 2 feet is 
expected by Thursday. 

A dispatch from English, Ind., reports 
much damage done by the Blue river. 
The English Stave Company lost Several 
thousand feet of lumber and the mer- 
chants of the lower part of town were 
heavily damaged. The bridge across Blue 
river leading to Hazlewood Sulphur Springs 
was washed away and several persons 
barely escaped. : 

The Wabash at Vincennes is 18 feet 
and rising. People from the Illinois side 
are compelled to use boats or walk on the 
levee to reach Vincennes. Thousands of 
acres are under water in that vicinity. 
Working on Levees at New Orleans. 

New Orleans, March 9.—The official 
river gauge today marked 18.1, a rise of 
half a foot in the past twenty-four hours. 
This is still nearly a foot and a half under 
the record of 1897. The levee forces are 
quietly at work strengthening the front 
in anticipation of the flood promised by 
the weather bureau within the next three 
weeks. As there has been a vast im- 
provement in the levee system since 1897, 
when 19.5 feet of water was successfully 
held, the fact that a 20-foot stage is pre- 
dicted gives no reason for grave appre- 
hension here. Heretofore the river has 
never reached its present stage without 
a break somewhere in Louisiana or Mis- 
sissippi. 

The absence of the crevasses to date 
is taken as evidence of the marked im- 
provement in the levee system. Old river 
men say that the current passing here 
is unysually strong. If the levees hold 
this will expedite the discharge of the 
flood and reduce materially the period of 
high water here. Planters have large 
forces at work to protect the embank- 
ments and reports received here are gen- 
erally of a favorable character. Bayou 
Laforche is extremely high, the water 
being near the tops of the levees in many 
places, but no crevasse has yet occurred 
in that section, 

The New Orleans levee board has em- 
ployed a large force of men who have 
been put to work to fill sacks with earth. 
These will be held in readiness 
strengthen weak points as they apear 
Several thousand (sacks were shipped 
down the coast today. The levees in that 
quarter are considerably endangered by 
the flood. 

Situation at Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 9.-—-The_ river 
gauge is steadily upward again and at 
noon today marks the highest water of 
the present rise, the official figures being 
$4.7 feet. It is believed the river will 
go to 35 feet by nightfall. A conference 
was held this morning in the office of 
Captain Lucas, United States engineer 
for the first and second dtsricts of the 
Mississippi river, between O. N. Killough, 
president of the St. Francis levee board; 
Harry N. Parr, chief engineer of the 
board, and Captain Lucas. A statement 
was issued saying the levees were in 
splendid condition and would resist a 
greater volume of water than is expected 
from the north. Beginning today Captain 
Lucas will place at the disposal of the 
St. Francis levee board one of the g0v- 
ernment boats to act as a levee patrol. 

Reports from the overflowed districts 
south of here indicate that there is some 
distress among the negro farmers who 
could not get their belongings to high 


ground. 
Cumberland High at Nashville. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 9.—The Cum- 
berland river today measures 40.6 feet 
and is stationary. The present stage is .6 
above the danger line and distress pre- 
vails among the lowland inhabitants. 
The crest of the rise will pass Nashville 
during the day and no material damage 
to property will result except in tem- 
porary discomfort to the families which 
have been forced to vacate their homes 
on account of the high water. There will 
be no serious results. The weather is 


clearing. 
Uneasiness at Vicksburg. 

Vicksburg, Miss., March 9—With a 
stage of 46.8—1.8 above the danger line— 
and a steady rise expected for the next 
eight days by the weather bureau, the 
people in this section are beginning to 
feel uneasy in regard to the river sit- 
uation. The heavy rise in the upper 
river coming on top of the present water 
renders the situation very serious. Peo- 
ple living outside the levees are abandon- 
ing their homes and bringing stock and 
other movable property to the hills, and 
planters on the river islands are also 
preparing to move to places of safety. 
The levees are holding well and engineers 
are confident that the dikes will be able 
to withstand the pressure of any water 


in sight. 
Tennessee Is Swollen. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., March 9.—The rain- 
fall at this station the past twenty-four 
hours amounts to 2 1-2 inches and is gen- 
eral over the Tennessee river system 
with indications of continued rain. Trib- 
utaries above here are swollen and it is 
estimated that the present conditions 
will bring the river at this point to % 
feet before tomorrow night. 

Pearl River Out of Banks. 

Jackson, Miss., March 9.—(Special.)— 
Continuous rains for the past several 
days have checked the fall in Pearl river 
and a rise of more than 2 feet was wit- 
nessed here today. For two weeks the 
water has been over the valley and the 
river had just begun to get back into 
its banks. No serious damage has been 
done except that farmers are way be- 
hind in plowing. Ordinarily corn is piant- 
ed by this time, but no grain has gone 
in the ground in this section this year. 
Reports are that quite a number of cat- 
tle and hogs were drowned up and down 
Pearl river, bridges and fences washed 
away in meny places and roads ruined.

SWOLLEN STREAMS 
LEAVE THEIR BANKS 


Ohio Turning Adjoining 
Country Into an I[n- 
land Sea. 


Evansville, Ind., March 9.—The Ohio 
river continues to rise here and today 
appeared like a vast lake in front of 
the city. It begins to look as though the 
record of high water of 1884 will be 
reached. River traffic is suffering because 
of the unusual stage of the water. At 
many points boats are unable to land, and 
the little freight that is taken on at 
such places is carried to the boats by 
rafts, while passengers pass to and from 
boats in skiffs. 

The rainfall in twelve hours was 2.49 
inches, the heaviest In twelve or thirteen 
years. Wabash and White rivers are 
turning a great flood of water into the 
Ohio. and at some points the Ohio !{s 10 
or 12 miles wide. In southwestern Indiana 
many bridges have been swept away and 
miles of bottom lands are under water. 

Many people have left Evansville be- 
cause of the flood. In country’ districts 


the farmers have had heavy losses in 
growing wheat. Families have been 
forced to leave their hemes and seek 
shelter on high ground. The farmers 
have spent several days in trying to save 
their live stock. Many animals have been 
lost. 


Falling at Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati. March 9$.—Contrary to @x- 
pectations raised .bv the heavy rain of 
Saturday and Saturday night, the Ohio 
river began falling again Sunday night 
and was still falling today at the rate of 
a tenth of a foot an hour. The local 
forecast official savs: 

“The Ohio ‘is rising from Pittsburg to 
helow Portsmonth. The Kanawha and 
other tributartes are rising. More rain 
{fs exnected and it Is impossible to pre- 
dict the total rise anvwhere. Tuesday the 
river will he risine at Cincinnati and will 
continue to rise throughout the week.” 

The rise at Pittsburg since yesterday 
was 5.8 feet: at Point Pleasant 3.4 feet: 
at Catlettsburg .09: at Portsmouth .%%. 
River men here predict the stage at Cin- 
einnati will not exceed 5 feet, which will 
cause but little if any interference with 
railroad traffic. 

Hundred Families Homeless. 

St. Louis, March 9.—One hundred fami- 
ies living below Alton, Ils., have been 
rendered homeless, and many lost their 
belongings as a result of the rise in the 
Mississippi river, which rise also threat- 
ens to inundate the fine farming lands on 
Missouri point, across the river, and farm- 
ers and stockmen are preparing to move 
out. 

Hundreds of farmers living in the low- 
lands above Harrisburg, Ills., have been 
forced to move by the rising of Saline 
and Bankston creeks, some abandoning 
stock to the flood. For miles the cour- 
try thereabouts is a vast sheet of water. 

Reports from Hannibal, Mo., state that 
the upper Mississippi is sending down 
great volumes of water, and the river is 
higher for this time of the season than 
for years. 

Flood in Pennsylvania. 

Pittsburg, March 9.—The rainfall of the 
past twenty-four hours throughout west- 
ern Pennsylvania has been heavy and the 
rivers are again rising rapidly here and 
at the general headquarters. The local 
forecast officials predict another flood 
here and the indications are that the 
rivers will reach a stage of from 2% to 27 
feet by noon tomorrow. This will be 
from 3 to 5 feet above the danger line 
and will submerge the lowlands, causing 
a stoppage of work at many of the mills 
along the river fronts. At noon today 
the stage of water was 10 feet 4 
inches. 

Houses Are Isolated. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., March 9.—Gran4 
river is out of its banks and has al- 
ready isolated qa number of houses and 
factories.

HEARST’S NEW CAREER 


IS ONE TO HIS LIKING 


By Jos: Chl. 


Washington, March 9.—(Special.)—As al- 
Teady stated in The Constitution, Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst has authorized the 
announcement that he intends devoting 
rimself to a political career, and that in 
the future he will place the management 
ef his newspaper properties ip the hands 
of his capable lieutenants 

Mr. Hearst, who has been elected a 
member cf the new congress, spent the 
last week in Washington, and, was the 
center of democratic interest. The ar- 
rival of Mr. Hearst has been the signal 
fcr a renewal of talk concerning presi- 
dential possibilities and democratic pros- 
pects genere lily. 

It is not, however, mere curiosity which 
has prompted the calls of democratic 
leaders at Mr. Hearst's hotel, and which 
give this comparatively young man a 
most enthusiastic reception when 
he appeared for the first time in the 
democratic cloak rooms. It was more in 
the nature of a tribute of appreciation 
for the splendid work he has done and !s 
daily doing for democracy. 

The Cardinal Principle of Democracy. 

It is only jristice to say that he is do- 
ing just such a work. Democrats whvu 
ao not agree with the attitude of his 
newspapers upon every question can still, 
in all honesty, express appreciation for 
the fight he has made in the interests of 
the masses of the people; and the con- 
servation of the interests of the people is 
certainly the cardinal principle of dem- 
ocracy.

I do not want these Words of mine to 
be construed as mere laudation. hey 
right sound hke that if I were not a lit- 
tle more exniicit in setting forth what I 
mean. Here is a young man who falls 
heir to an immense fortune If he were 
like most other young men _ similarly 
situated he would devote himself exclu- 
sively to blowing in his money in New 
York and Paris, to socjety at Newport or 
in the season at Washington, to riding 
to the hounds, to polo or to the other 
Giversions of the idle rich. He might 
have squandered his wealth in backing 
some theatrical star or in playing the 
angel tu a troupe of female minstrels. If 
so inelined, he might, in short, have 
found any number of easy and pleasant 
ways to part with his money, and in do- 
ing so he would have had the full ap- 
rroval of those pampered sons of rich 
fathers who have come to be, numerical- 
ly at least, a factor in ail American so- 
cial life. 

Hearst and His Ideal. 

Mr. Hearst is human and he has doubt- 
less enjoyed the pleasures of living. But 
instead of devoting his entire time to 
running down innocent pedestrians with 
one of the “red devil’’ automobiles af- 
fected by other sons of rich men, he has 
devoted the greater portion of his time 
and all of his energies to the develop- 
ment of an ideal which has won for him 
the open contempt of many of those peo- 
ple with whom, if he had cared to throw 
his life and money away, he would have 
been a most welcome boon companion. 

This ideal is thte development of a series 
of newspapers to do battle in the inter- 
est, and for the rights, of the common 
people. 

Mr. Hearst started in life with the idea 
that even a rich man’s son has some duty 
to perform in the interest of the people 
and of society. He saw that most of the 
great newspapers of the northern cities 
were controlled in the interest of capital. 
He saw that many so-called democratic 
newspapers in the larger cities of the 
north had no conception, apparently, of 
true democratic principles. He saw that, 
with exception of a few struggling cheap 
little papers leading a hand-to-mouth ex- 
istence, there were none in the big cities 
to take up the cudgels in behalf of the 
true interests of the common people. 


To Fight Battles of the People. 

Mr. Hearst could see no reason why 
there should not be truly democratic 
newspapers of the first class. He made 
up his mind that there should be such 
newspapers and that, no matter how 
heavy might be the first cost, he would 
have a chain of newspapers’ through 
which his own views, and those of the 
people for whom he intended to fight, 
should be expressed. 

It Is unnecessary to go into the story 
of the development first of the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner, then of The New York 
Journal and American, and after that of 
The Chicago American. All are now 
great rewspapers. All are powers In the 
land. When he undertook the develop- 
ment of his New York property from 
what had been a losing and unimportant 
enterprise, experienced newspaper men 
shook their heads in doubt. Mr. Hearst 
never wavered. Fortunately for the peo- 
ple he represented, he did not have to 
consider first cost. He went ahead on 
the theory and with the conviction that 
the people would appreciate newspapers 
conducted in their interest, and that in 
time the circulation of his newspapers 
would be great enough to make them 
paying properties. At any rate, he de- 
termined there should be such news- 
papers to represent the convictions for 
which he stood, and without spending 
very much time in considering pros and 
cons he began his task. 

A Man Worth Considering. 

The development of these properties to 
a point where they are at least self-sus- 
taining does not interest us half so much, 
ocean = nmr | 
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however, as dogs the fact that there was 
one man who preferred to devote his time, 
his money and his best endeavors to pro- 
viding means for vcicing real democratic 
Sentiment at the north. It is in this 
light that the personality of the man is 
worth considering; and it is appreclation 
of his endeavors as well as of his suc- 
cess which has made him a marked man 
in democratic circles. 

When Hearst first set out upon his 
journalistic career men who thought he 
was crazy for not finding some other 
means for throwing away money began 
to call him ‘‘Willie.”” That is a hard thing 
to live down. There is nothing more 
damning in my opinion than the “ie” 
added at the end of a man's name. The 
men who know Hearst best, however. call 
him “Bill.” This gives a better idea of 
the character of the man as he is seen by 
his friends. He has impressed demo- 
cratic leaders here as|a man of sound 
sense, a man of convictions and a man 
who possesses in a high degree the rare 
trait of modesty. The universal ver- 
dict is that “Hearst is all right.’’ 

A Presidential Possibility. 

The talk of Mr. Hearst as a presiden- 
tial possibility, like the talk about any 
one of the half dozen men most prom- 
inently mentioned in this connection, is 
considered by the more conservative dem- 
ocratic leaders as premature. 

There is no disposition here to criticise 
or taboo any of the men who have been 
honestly anxious to find a nominee with 
whom they can hope to win. The general 
feeling is, however, that while discus- 
sion of the merits of the individuals is all 
right at any time, the consideration of the 
broad question of the presidential nomi- 
nee for 19%4 should be postponed until 
the conditions under which that tcam- 
paign will be entered upon shall have 
been more clearly defined, 

Although his name is being prom!- 
nently mentioned in this connection, Mr. 
Hearst himself declines to discuss dem- 
ocratie possibilities further than to say 
that the question of the presidential nom- 
ination is one that can well be left to 
the national convention of the party, 
and speaking one democrat, that he 
has no doubt some man will be found who 
represents democratic principles and wu.io 
is not afraid to let his position upon the 
great issues of the day be known to the 
democratic masses. 

With regard to the issues upon which 
the next campaign will be conducted, Mr. 
Hearst is more explicit. Talking with me 
he said: 

Trusts the Main Issue. 

“In my judgment the overshadowing is- 
sue in the coming contest between the 
two great parties will be that of the 
trusts. The failure of.the republican ma- 
jority in control of congress to enact 
anything which can be construed as real 
anti-trust legislation will, © am _ sure, 
stir the people to resentment. They 
have just had some very interesting ob- 
ject lessons on this trust question. They 
have seen how the coal trust and the 
beef trust and other monopolies con- 
troling the necessities of life have, un- 
fer the benefit given them by republican 
laws and the immunity granted them 
by the failure of republican officials to 
act in behalf of the people, been able to 
enter the homes of the people with their 
oppression. The so-called anti-trust leg- 
lation enacted by this congress will be 
found to be nothing at all. The trusts 
are in the hands of their friends when 
the republicans are in control of the 
federal government and they know it. 
The weakness of the so-called anti-trust 
programme dictated by republican sen- 
ators who represent trust interests is an 
object lesson in this direction which the 
American people are not likely to for- 
get. The anti-trust record made by the 
republican majority in control of both 
branches of congress is a mere travesty. 
The people are thoroughly alive to the 
dangers of trust domination, and when 
the issue is squarely drawn, they will 
support the democratic party because it 
alone stands for the regulation and sup- 
pression of the obnoxious trust. 


Tariff-Fed Trusts. 

“There ig, tn my mind, no question 
that this trust issue will be the over- 
shadowing one in 1904. Other issues will 
be prominent according to the degree 
in which they bear upon this maf issue. 
While there does not seem to be a popu- 
lar demand for a general revsion of the 
existing tariff, there is and there will 
continue to be demand for the removal 
of such portion of.the existing tariff 
duties as give to the trusts the protec- 
tion which enables them to fatten at the 
expense of the American consumer. The 
unrest manifested by western republic- 
ans over those tariff duties which are 
particularly responsible for the growth 
of the trusts is but one phase of the 
discontent which is spreading throughout 
the land. 

“The sentiment in favor of government 
ownership, which is growing in all parts 
of the country, is, I think, based on 
the conviction that the discriminations 
granted by common carriers are largely 
responsible for the existence of the trusts. 
There is a feeling that if government 
ownership, carrying with it absolutely 
fair treatment to all industries, would 
put an end to these disériminations it 
would be an improvement upon the pres- 
ent system. This sentiment or feeling in 
favor of government ownership, like the 
demand for tariff reform, is, however 
merely an incident in the general cam- 
paign against trusts. As TI have said 
the trust issue will, in my judgment, be 
the principal one in the campaign and 
T am confident that the democratic par- 
ty, representing the real interests of the 
people, will win.’’ 

Taking Some Lessons. 

With regard to the purposes of his 
visit to Washington during the last week 
of ged egy we Mr. Hearst said: 

" ave just come down to take 
lessons. Heretofore I have een 
good deal of my time to telling legislators 
what they ought to do. but without 
knowing very much about methods of 
legislation. Inasmuch as I accepted the 
democratic nomination and was elected 
a member of congress from New York 
I feel it mv duty to prepare myself in 
every possible way to properly repre- 
sent the interests of my  constituenss.

DRUNKEN MEN 
WRECKED SHIP 


Intoxicated Officers , Drove 
the Bark McNeill on 
a Reef, 


San Francisco, March 9.—Captain Jer- 
gensen and nine of the crew of the Amer- 
ican bark Alex McNeil, which was 
stranded on Pratas Reef, near Hong 
Kong, on December 24, arrived here today 
on the steamer Coptic from the Orient. 

The saflors state that shortly after the 
vessel left Hong Kong on December 10, 
the officers became intoxicated and the 
vessel drifted from her proper course, 
finally bringing up on the reef, where 
she went to pieces. A drunken fight fol- 
lowed the stranding of the vessel, dur- 
ing which, the sailors assert, the ship’s 
carpenter emptied his revolver at the of- 
ficers, but was too intoxicated to aim 
with precision and no one was injured. 
A boat containing First Mate Evans and 
four of the crew was lost and no trace 
of the men was found. 

The stranded sailors remained on the 
roof for three weeks, finally putting to 
sea in an improvised boat, headed for 
Hong Kong. They were picked up by a 
steamer and taken to Hong Kong, where 
the American consul looked after their 
comforts. He arranged for their trans- 
portation to this port.

£17,000,000. 

Traveling in central Queensland a few 
months ago, curiosity induced us to vigil 
this mountain of gold, which is situated 
about 25 miles from the populous city of 
Rockhampton. The train by which we 
made the journey runs some distance 
through open forest country, timbered 
mainly with bloodwood, boxgums and 
iron bark trees, and up a very steep 
ridge called the Razor Back to a range of 
mountains stretching for miles from north 
to south, where occasionally the sullen 
boom of a blasting explosion, and the 
smoke from the furnaces and various 
peculiar chemical odors make the at- 
mosphere less bright and invigorating. 


On application at the office the man- 
ager readily gives permission to go over 
the works, and after a change of dress 
and payment of half a crown to a fund 
for the benefit of the miners the visi- 
tors are provided with a guide, who 
shows them the process from start to 
finish by which the common looking stone 
quarried from this remarkable mountain 
is made to yield gold of the finest quality 
for the mint or the jeweler’s workshop. 

In the immense tunnels made in the 
mountain, tier on tier, are men busily at 
work blasting and hewing stone and load- 
ing it on trucks, which convey it to buck- 
ets that are lowered down from one 
platform to another until the huge crush- 
ing machines are reached; then the ore 
is carried forward by trucks and buckets 
to the furnaces, where it is roasted and 
made porous for the Hall-Richard chlor- 
ination process. The ore is now placed in 
large barrels and treated with chloride 
solution under high pressure and after- 
wards-it is dischaged into the leeching 
vats, fitted with sand and gravel filters, 
placed directly underneath. After being 
repeatedly washed it Is finally made to 
percolate through perforated board work 
covered with cheese eloth and next 
through a bed of charcoal. This precipi- 
tates the gold and leaves it in shining 
heaps of fine dust on the surface. The 
whole process is full of intense interest 
to the visitor. 

The grandeur and riches of nature are 
there, and also the science and ingenuity 
of man. More than $,000,000 has been 
spent on machinery, the gigantic dams 
for the storage of water and the work- 
Ings; about 1,800 men are constantly em- 
ployed; and as the mine is lit up by elec- 
tricity relays of miners continue the 
work day and night. 

Mount Morgan is somewhat oval shaped 
at the base, being about a mile and a half 
at its longest measurement and half a 
mile at its shortest, It rises almost pre- 
cipitously from the banks of a small 
river called the Dee to the height of 600 
feet and attains at its dome-like summit 
an altitude of 1,200 feet above the level 
of the sea, There was nothing in the 
outwarl appearance of the mountain to 
distinguish it from the other mountains 
of the range; it had the same rugged 
slopes and gullies, and the same scrubby 
vegetation covered its surface as could 
be seen for miles around. The farming 
settler and the shepherd wandering over 
this hilly region lttle dreamed of the 
treasure stored beneath. They would 
sometimes find alluvial gold in the ravines 
and creeks and pick up a bowlder heavily 
weighted with the precious metal, but 
that there was a whole mountain of au- 
riferous ore waiting to be exploited by 
men of energy and enterprise never en- 
tered their minds. The gold was care- 
fully hidden in stone which in outward 
appearance differed slightly from the or- 
dinary metallic structure of the soil 
around. 

After journeying over the ranges they 
reached a creek where the gold was sap- 
posed to be, but their first day’s investi- 
gations were very discouraging, for the 
stone they crushed yielded little gold. At 
night a tropical downpour of rain set in 
and all the gullies asd creeks became 
flooded and ran tin torrents, so they had 
to seek a place of safety on the moun- 
tain. Next morning as tae rain continued 
they were in such a saddened and dis- 
heartened condition that they decided to 
make their way back, but this was dim- 
cult because of the floods. Therefore, 
they moved to higher ground, swimming 
across ereeks and climbing up the steep 
sides of ravines and at last reached a 
spur of the mountain, where they found 
a Chinaman’s hut. In this shelter they 
made a fire, dried their clothes and ate a 
hearty meal. 

After the rain had cleared off one of 
the brothers, accompanied by Gordon, de- 
termined to prospect around the neigh- 
borhood to see if any gold could be found 
there. When they had gone about 2 
miles—Gordon being some distance off— 
Morgan saw a big black bowlder which 
he thought had some gold in it. Bo he 
broke a piece off and put it In his pocket. 
He also noticed that all along a reef 
there were similar stones, and without 
telling Gordon of his discovery he broke 
pieces off and on his return showed them 
to his brother, who was still resting in 
the hut. 

Leaving Gordon in the hut, the two 
Morgans went down to the nearest water 
hole, where they crushed and washed the 
Ore and to their surprise and immenaee 
gratification found that these pleces of 
bowlder yielded, as they said, “‘more gold 
than stone.”” On exploring the country 
around they found that the whole moun- 
tainside appeared to be of the same kind 
of gold-bearing stone. The discovery was 
kept from Gordon, as his family still 
owned some of the land; and after having 
the ore assayed in Rockhampton the Mor- 
gans bought the Gordons’ land for the 
paltry sum of $% @n acre and afterwards 
secured the pest of the land on

Policy of the President Is 
Outlined by Commissioner 
Richardson,

Washington, March  9.-<Commissfoner 
Richardson, of the general land office, 
who is the special representative of the 
president in all matters pertaining to 
lands, irrigation and forestry, today made 
the following statement respecting the 
present and the future policy of this ad- 
ministration relative to the establishment 
and control of forest reservations: 

“The president's purpose and desire is 
to protect and preserve the remaining for- 
ests upon public lands from devastation 
and destruction which has deen the fate 
of those in large portions of the Apa- 
lachian in other forest 
sections of the country. In doing so a 
supply of timber will be preserved for 
future needs and natural sources of wa- 
ter supply will be so protected as to 
prevent flooding of the streams during 
the springtime and the melting of the 
snows and to insure water for irrigation 
and other purposes during the dry sea- 
son. The estabiishment and proper main- 
tenance of forest reserves is Iindispensa- 
bie to any extensive reclamation or cul- 
tivatian of lands in the arid region under 
the recent act of congress which ap- 
propriates for that purpose the proceeds 
of sales of public lands. | 

“It is and has been the president's con- 
stant policy to encourage the actual get- 
tlement of the country by home builders 
in every way, to see that actual settlers 
within the forest reserves are accorded 
every reasonable protection, and that 
those living within the immediate vicin- 
ity of these reserves who are dependent 
upon the reserves for gtfazing arrange- 
ments for cattle and horses and for nec- 
essary timber for building and fuel, are 
accorded access to the reserves for these 
purposes under such reasonabdie construc- 
tion as will prevent waste and destruction. 
The preservation of wiid game, such as 
moose, elk and deer is authorized by an 
act of congress, which directs that those 
employed in the forestery service shall in 
all practicabie ways aid in the enforcement 
of the game and fish laws of the state 
or territory in which the forest reserve 
fs located. The United States has inter- 
posed no law of its own and the admin- 
istration has given no direction to its 
forestry officers other than that the lh- 
cal laws, whatever they may be, shail 
be enforced. 

“The work of establishing and maintain- 
ing forest reserves must be controlled

At 10 o’clock tomorrow morning Fed- 
eral Judge Adams will set a date for 
hearing arguments. 

The motion to dissolve the injunction, 
briefiv stated, is based on the grounds 
that the writ of injunction was improperly 
granted; that charges of illegal conspiracy 
contained in the bill of complaint are un- 
founded, and disproved; that there is no 
equity in the bill of complaint and that 
the injunction was issued without notice, 
end that all material charges in the bill 
are denied. 

President Ramsey, of the Wabash, and 
the company’s legal counsel began the 
preparation of their arguments against 
the answer immediately after it was filed, 
and continued busily at work all day. 

None of the brotherhood officials have 
left the city. All say they are well sat- 
isfied with the answer as filed. 

The answer denies that the Wabash em- 
ployees union or brotherhood members 
exclusively or that the brotherhoods ev¢r 
made any attempts to compel the Wab- 
ash to place any restrictions on its em- 
ployees as to their connection with any 
brotherhood or union. The answer states 
that the Wabash employees have fre- 
quently presented their grievances to the 
Wabash officials for adjustment and a 
settlement. and that the officers of said 
company have persistently refused to take 
up and consider or discuss such griev- 
ances. 


Answer of Defendants. 

The defendants deny that they In any | 
way unlawfully or maliciously attempted 
to induce or compel firemen, or switch. 
men, to quit the Wabash service, in vio- 
lation of any contract or agreement of 
employment; or that the defendants at 
any time or in any way unlawfully con- 
spired to attempt maliciously to interfere 
with, or prevent the operation of Wabash 
trains or prevent that railway from car- 
rying out any of fits contracts with ship- 
pers, for the transportation of property 
or in any way to prevent the complain- 
ant from affording reasonable, proper and 
equal facilities for the interchange of 
traffic between its railroads and other 
lines of railroads connecting therewith. 

It is denied that the defendants com- 
bined to compel the Wabash and its con- 
necting lines or their employees to vio- 
late the interstate commerce act or to 
prevent that road from carrying the 
mails. 

The defendants deny that any invlia- 
tion to Wabash employees to become 
members of their organization was un- 
lawful or malicious, or the result of any 
conspiracy to injure the complainant or 
its employees. They also deny that they 
eembined or agreed that in case the 
Wabash refuses to operate Its road as an 
exclusively brotherhood road they wouid 
order a strike. 

The defendants further deny that they 

rer maliciously threatened to order a 

rike, but state that they did represent 
to the Wabash that many of its em- 
ployees had determined to withdraw from 
its employement unless it acceded to the 
reasonable demands and requests made 
by the defendants in their behalf in the 
rayment of wages and changes in rules, 
but that if a strike shall occur, it wonld 
be a voluntary act on the part of the 
employees. 

The defendants deny that the Wabash 
is entitled to the relief prayed, say that 
they have made every reasonable effort 
to adjust their differences with the road, 
and ask for a dismissal of the bill of 
comp!aint. 

Denounce Injunction Government. 

Paducah, Ky., March 9.—The state 
miners’ convention today adopted a reso- 
lution that the strike to organize the 
coal miners of Hopkins county ‘shall be 
taken up again at the earliest Opportunity 
and carried on until the battle of union 
labor be won at whatever cost.” 

The report of the committee on govern- 
ment by injunction, which was adopted, 
Says in part: 

“The scope recently given to injunctions 
in labor disputes makes the judge a czar 
with power to restrain a thousand or 
million men by the same right he might 
become’ dictator. 

“The: power that can crush the consti- 
tution to forward the interest of coaling 
Or railroad magnates may curtail the 
liberty of any citizen. 

“To prevent an oligarchy from usurp- 
ing the rights of the republic, the power 
to grant injunctions in labor disputes ex- 
cept to prevent injury of property must 
be taken from the courts. 

“We recommend indorsement of any bill 
in congress seeking to remedy this evil, 
and urge every member of our district 
organization to write personal letters to 
this effect to representatives in congress.

HAS UNIQUE PROBLEM 


Board Has Not Decided Who Is Official Head of 
System--Interesting Discussion at Meeting 
Yesterday. 


head of the water works departmen‘. 

The committee on rules, of which 
Commissioner Wilkes is chairman. re- 
quested further time during the session of | 
yesterday afternoon. The board eranted it. 
and not until the next meeting of 
board of water commissioners wil] 
mooted question be settled. 

It appears very probable from the tenor 
of the speeches made during the meeting 
of yesterday afternoon that 
intendent will be made the chief execu- 
tive officer of the department, ana that 
interference with him by any member of 
the board wil! not be allowed. 

The matter was to have 
during the meeting of yesterday after- 
noon, but it was the reason 
assigned being the illness of Commission- 
er Duncan, who is a member of the 
committee on rules. | 

The committee met at 2 o'clock. Judge 
Hillyer was present and read a con- 
munication which was a reply to those 
who desire the rules to be more specifie. 
The committee decided not to make a 
report, because of the absence of Mr. 
Duncan, and the whole matter was re- 
ferred to the water board, which was 
scheduled to meet at 3 o'clock. 

At @ o'clock a number of § iInconse- 
quential matters were disposed of, in- 
cluding the other rules for the govern- 
ment of the department, which were 
adopted, and a recess was taken until 4 
o'clock in order to permit Mayor Howell 
to be present. 

When the board reconvened at 4 o'clock 
it was ready for a discussion of the 
question. Commissioner Kilpatrick 
moved to re-refer the matter to the com- 
mittee on rules with instructions to re- 
port during the next meeting of the 
board 
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Blamed the Newspapers. 
Commissioner Barrett made an argu- 
ment against postponement. He was fol- 
lowed by Judge Hillyer, president of the 
board, who stated that he and Colonel 
Woodward could manage the department 
‘together without friction. Referring to 
the fact that he will not stand for re- 
election to the board after the expiration 
of his term of office next December, he 
stated that he had only a few more 
months to serve in the water department, 
and that? he hoped there would be no 
change in the rules. The newspapers, 
said Judge Hillyer, had caused _ the 
trouble in the department, and had stirred 
things up, when no troubie existed. 

“We should not,’’ he said, ‘‘allow our- 
selves to be disturbed by these outside 
influences.”’ 

Commissioner Barrett replied. He re- 
minded Judge Hillyer that the depart- 
ment had moved along quietly enough, 
s0 far as any one knew, until Judge 
Hillyer wrote a card io The Atlanta 
News, in which he questioned the legality 
of the bonds given by Superintendent 
Woedward and Secretary Dimmock. 

“That was the first publication of the 
friction in this department,’’ he declared. 


Card Was a Defense. 
"“T did so,"’ replied Judge Hillyer, ‘‘after 
the publication of a card by Commis- 


sioner Barrett and after the paper had 
attacked me. The head lines of your! 


card said that I was accused of ‘officious- 
ness." Now, it appeared to me that I 
should investigate matters in the depart- 
ment, and among other things I looked 
into the bonds. 1 found what I believed 
to be errors in them, and it appeared to 
me that it wes well tJ let the public 
know what Kind of ‘officiousness’ I was 
guilty of."’ 

“That was twelve months after the 
bonds had been made, was it not. judge?” 
asked Commissioner Barrett. 

“It was,” replied Judge Hillyer. 

“What is this card business’’’ asked 
Mayor Howell. “I have never heard of 
that.*’ 

Judge Hillyer tald the history of the 
card writing. 

“Well,” said the mayor, “I think you 
should have told the board about it, and 
rot written a card about it.’ 

Judge Hillyer explained that he hap- 
pened to be investigating the bond ques- 
lion at the same time that he was 
writing the card, and that it struck him 
it would be a good idea to insert it in the 
card. 

Commissioner Barrett stated that dur- 
ing the fourteen months tmat he had been 
connected with the water department he 
had never heard Colonel Woodward or 
Secretary Dimmock say anything against 
Judge Hillyer. 

Friction, Says Barrett. 

“But there has been friction,’’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘and we all know it.” 

He then reminded Judge Hillyer 
after he hed attacked the bonds of Colo- 
nel Woodward and Secretary Dimmock 
in the newspapers both those officials 
had refrained from replying through the 
newspapers. 

“If it had been me,” he said, “I wouid 
have lit on you like a duck on a June- 
bug, but Park Woodward did not. He 
did not want to make a newspaper con- 
troversy out of it, and waited until the 
rext meeting of the board. He has not 
said a word, but he has had this in his 
heart against you, and you have not 
treated him right or with proper respect, 
Judge Hillyer.” 

Mayor Howell stated that he wanted 
the question of! authority settled defin- 
itely, and he disagreed with Judge Hill- 
yer about the advisability of allowing 
the rules to remain as they are at 
present. 

The matter was therefore re-referred 
to the rules ccmmittee, and a definite 
rule, declaring either Judge Hillyer or 
Colonel Woodward to be the executive 
head of the department, will be submit- 
ted for the action of the board during 
its next meeting. 

Colonel Weodward made a statement 
before the board regarding his bond. He 
stated that at the time the bonds were 
made he was ill and was confined to his 
bed. He signed a bond, and not until a 
month or so ago, or twelve months later, 
Cid he know that the first bond had been 
rejected and a second given. He had not 
signed the second bond, because he did 
not know about its existence. 

Secretary Dimmock also made a state- 
ment about his bond. The bond given 
py him, he declared, was for his full 
term of two years, “or until his succes- 
sor is elected and qualified.’’ Ed Durant, 
the agent for the company, had inform- 
ed nim that the clause was good for 
forty years if the premiums were paid. 
He had, therefore, not had another bond, 
ef ,ater date, made out until requested 
to do so by the board, although the 
premiums on the old bond had been paid 
regularly.

Broomfield is a negro, who resides 
in South Carolina, and was convicted 
of murder. He alleges that he had been 
denied the equal protection of the law 
under the constitution because that, not- 
withstanding four-fifths of the people of 
the community are colored, all negroes 
were excluded from the grand jury by 
which he was indicted. 

Justice Holmes, who delivered the 
Opinion of the court, said there is no 
Proof of the allegation, and that the 
court sustained the judgment of the state 
court, which was adverse to Broomfield,

Good Feeling at Close of North 
Carolina Legislature 


Voted Appropriation for Exhibit at 
the World’s Fair—Republican 
Minority Return Thanks 
for Good Treatment 
by the Majority. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 9.—(Special.)— 
The general assembly of North Carolina 
adjourned sine dle at 1 o'clock today. 
Among its closing acts was the appropria- 
tion of $10,000 to the St. Louis exposition 
which it is expected will be increased to 
above twenty thousand dollars by the 
city and private subscribers. 

After a stubborn fight the senate cor 
curred in the house amendment to the 
appropriation bill. 

The minority today again 
expressed keen appreciation of the consic 
eration of its treatment. 

There was singing of songs and a gen- 
eral good feeling marking the close of the 
session. 

Representative Aiken, of the republican 
county of Transylvania, stated today, di- 
rectly after the legislature adjourned 
sine die, that his county is the only one 
excepted from the provisions of the 
Watts’ liquor bill. This was done by a 
special act. Republicans are in great 
glee at Aiken's statement. 

The Watts Law. 

Among the liquor selling, as well as the 
liquor drinking, element in North Caro- 
lina, little is talked of now except the 
Watts law, which takes effect July 1. 
and which forces all whisky to be made 
and sold in incorporated towns. It is 
a fact that many if not most of the liquor 
makers thought their association so gtrong 
that no antl-liquor legislation would be 
enacted. They had a costly lawver hera, 
with headquarters, clerks, unlimited 
printing, letter writing, etc., but all these 
efforts were wasted. The anti-liquor men 
won in a walk. Twenty more counties 
were placed in the already large prohibi- 
tion procession, and the liquor men are 
cast down to the last degree: that is, all 
Save two who got their ‘‘listilleries’’ in- 
corporated. It is possible that a number 
of other distilleries will go to these two 
towns. One of the men who got his town 
incorporated is a member of the demo- 
cratie committee, while the other man 
who. had the same luck is also a lead- 
ing democrat. These favors to the big 
fish are making the little ones—to-wit, the 
small distillers, verv angry, indeed. 

A lot of revenue officers w'!l be put out 
of action by this Watts law. One of them 
said that it appeared to him that as manv 
as fifty storekeepers and gaugers would 
have to be dropped. in his opinion, 
half the 1 distilleries in operation will 
go out of business or be removed to other 
States. The remaining half will be moved 
to citles or towns. He says that he be- 
lieves the quantity of whisky manufac- 
tured will be as large (or, possibly, 
larger) as at present. as. in a number of 
cases, stock companies will be formed 
and larger plants put in operation. There 
are about 212 registered distilleries in this 
revenue district, but only about 10 are 
in operation at the same time.

Dublin, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)—Early 
yesterday morning Joe Gifford, a negro, 
was killed, his body being found a few 
minutes after death within 3 feet of the 
Macon, Dublin and Savannah railroad 
track, near the Dublin cotton mills, just 
Outside the city Mmits. 

Gifford was evidently killed by being 
struck with the eye of a hatchet or ax, 
two deep wounds being found in his head. 

The body was discovered by two or 
thrée young negroes, who gave the alarm 
and from that time until the coroner's in- 
question yesterday morning big crowds 
visited the scene. 

In 100 yards of where Gifford’s lifeless 
form was found is the cabin of Ellis 
Holloman, an old negro, with whom Gif- 
ford had a fight last August. As a re- 
sult of this fight Gifford was fined $75 
in Laurens superior court in January and 
ever since feeling has been bad between 
Gifford and the Holloman family. Sus- 
picion at once pointed at the Hollomans, 
and the result of the coroner’s inquest 
was the arrest of the father, his two 
sons and one daughter. Circumstances 
around the place where Gifford’s body 
was found indicate that he was killed 
somewhere else and carried to the rail- 
road, so as to allay suspicion as to the 
murderers.

Year. 


Annual reports of the municipality will 


| not be printed this year, a fact that will 
| Occasion both surprise and consternation 


the officlals of Atlanta. 
The reason is that the finance commit- 


, tee of council, of which Alderman Inman 


is chairman, has cut down the appropria- 


‘tion for this purpose from $1,200 to $500, 
and the printers and binders of the city 
| decline to bid upon the work. 


The valedictory address of Mayor Mims 
and tune {naugural address of Mayor How- 
ell have already been printed in pamphlet 
form. Comptroller Goldsmith is now en- 
gaged in preparing for the printers a 
condensation of his annual report. 

These are the only reports that will 
be printed or issued. The report of the 
building inspector, which shows the large 
number of business houses and the unpre- 
number of dwellings erected 
vear; the report of the fire 

shows that Atlanta stands 
among the first In fire records: the re- 
port of the city engineer, showifng the 
class and location of sewer and street 
work; the report of the commissioner of 
public works, showing the permanent 
sidewalk and street improvements, and 
the reports of the other officials of the 
city, all of them demonstrating the pro- 
gress and advancement of the city, will 
simply be placed among the archives of 
the city, and cannot be had by those of 
other sections who desire knowing some- 
thing of Atlanta for love nor money. 

W. M. Goodwin; secretary to the mayor, 
has on hand as many as 300 requests from 
libraries, statisticians, bond buyers, pro- 
spective settlers and others, asking for 
copies of the annual reports of officers. 
To these he has replied that Atlanta has 
this year discontinued the practice of 
issuing annual reports. 

From other cities have come handsome- 
lv bound volumes tin calf, morocco, levant 
and cloth. These have been placed in the 
library in the office of the mavor, but re- 
quests for an exchange have either been 
ignored or the officials of other cities have 
been told that Atlanta failed to issue an 
annual report.

INTER-CONTINENTAL RAILWAY 


Pepper Appointed by Hay to Further 
the Prospect. 

Washington, March 9.—Secretary Hay 
having been authorized by the Pan-Amer- 
ican congress to appoint a special repre- 
sentative to carry out the recommenda- 
tion of the conference held in Mexico 
that the United States take the initiative 
developing intercontinental railway 
has appointed Charles M. Pepper 


The intercontinental project was begun 
by the first, Pan-American conference in 
1890 in pursuance of the policy of closer 
cooperation between the United States 
and the Latin-American republics. At 
the conference held in Mexico one year 
ago, resolutions were adopted and a per- 
manent Pan-American railway commis- 
sion with headquarters itn Washington 
was appointed, composed of former Send- 
tor Davis, of West Virginia, chairman; 
Andrew Carnegie, Ambassador DedAspi- 
rose, of Mexico; Minister Alvarez Calde- 
ron, of Peru, and Minister Arriaga, of 
Guatemala. The first conference having 
recommended that the United States take 
the initiative and the recent congress hav- 
ing authorized the secretary of state to 
appoint a_ representative, the railway 
committee suggested Pepper. 

Pepper is an author and 
writer. 

Much interest has been manifested !n the 
project by the representatives in Wash- 
ington of the Latin-American republics 
and also by their governments. It is satd 
that considerable progress already has 
been made toward closing up the gap of 
the intercontinental route, and in many 
cases surveys made by the engineering 
commission a few years ago are being 
followed.
